Well, N1MM+ has just in- 
troduced a spectrum display similar to the 
Flex, now complete with call signs. I’m im- 
pressed. | recommend you take a look. Here’s 
a screen shot of my Flex at top, and N1MM+ 
below. 


N1iMM+ introduced the Telnet connection 
first, then its bandmap. Recently the Flex 2.0 
software enabled synchronized spots on their 
spectrum monitor. Now N1MM+ counters with 
their own spectrum display showing call signs 
above the signals. This is all independent of 
the transmit mode you are using, and if I’m 
running, more ops can see me. S&P contesting 
now takes on a whole new perspective. In the 
shot above, I’ve told the software to not show 
all spots, but only those | can hear. I’m anxious
